Anny Blatt’s advice 

To ensure a perfect success, don’t forget to knit your tension square. 

Cast on 10 stitches more and knit 6 or 8 rows more than the number given 
in the instructions for the tension square. 

Compare the number of stitches and rows which you have obtained to 10 cm or 
4 in square, with those given in the instructions. 

♦ if there are too few stitches and rows to 10 cm or 4 in square, you are knitting 
too loosely, use a smaller size needles. 

♦ if there are too many stitches and rows to 10 cm or 4 in square, you are 
knitting too tightly, use a larger size needles. 

♦ if your tension square matches ours, you can begin following the instructions. 

Warning to first readers: these sweaters are made exclusively for and with Anny Blatt yarns. 
Any substitution will definitively affect the overall appearance and feel of the garment. 



JACQUARD PAT: Read charts from right to left on RS rows and from left to right on 147S rows, use a separate 
ball for each block of color, to avoid holes in work when changing colors, twist yarns on H7S. At every color 
change, make 1st row a K row on RS or P row on IVS (to prevent color from previous row from showing 
through). 

DIRECTIONS BEFORE ASSEMBLY 



Pin down pattern pieces to fit size template (actual size), cover 
with a clean damp cloth (except garments in Mohair, Stretch’Anny 
and Angora) and leave in place until both the cloth and the fabric 
are dry. 



Match center of bound-off edge of sleeve cap to shoulder seam 
when sewing on sleeves. 

Lightly press the seams of your finished garment from the wrong 
side with a cool or warm iron. 



Use finer yarn or matching embroidery thread to sew up your Carefully follow recommended washing instructions (see 
garment. label symbols).

Half Treble Crochet (htr) (US half double crochet-hdc): working from right to left, *yrh. 
insert hook into a st, yrh, draw loop through 3 sts on hook*, rep from *to*. 

Double Treble (dtr) (US treble crochet): Yrh twice, insert hook into a st, yrh, draw loop 
through, [yrh, draw loop through 1st 2 loops on hook] 3 times.

With Rouge 
K 1 row on WS, then cont with Richelieu in st st until piece 
measures 15(17/19) cm or 5 7/8(6 5/8/7 3/8)" from beg. 



Shape armhole: Bind off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows, 2 sts 
at beg of next 2 rows, 1 st at beg of next 4 rows = 50(56/62) 
sts. Work even until piece measures 17(20/23) cm or 6 5/8(7 
3/4/9)" from beg. 

Shape placket: Divide work in half and work 2 sts at each 
placket edge in garter st until piece measures 
23,5(26,5/29,5) cm or 9 1/8(10 3/8/11 1/2)" from beg. 
Shape neck and shoulder: Bind off from each neck edge 
8(10/12) sts once, 3 sts once, AT THE SAME TIME, when 
piece measures 24(27/30) cm or 9 3/8(10 5/8/11 7/8)" from 
beg, bind off from each shoulder edge 7(7/8) sts once, 7(8/8) 
sts once. 

FRONT: Work same as back until piece measures 5(6/7) cm 
or 2(2 3/8/2 3/4)" from beg. With Rouge K 1 row on WS, then 
cont in jacquard foil chart until piece measures 14(16/18) cm 
or 5 1/2(6 1/4/7)" from beg, then cont in garter st stripe. 
When piece measures 15(17/19) cm or 5 7/8(6 5/8/7 3/8)" 
from beg, shape armhole same as back. Work even until 
piece measures 20(23/26) cm or 7 3/4(9/10 1/4)" from beg. 
Shape neck and shoulders: Bind off center 14(18/22) sts 
for neck, and working both sides at once, dec 1 st at each 
neck edge every other row twice, every 4th row once, every 
10th row once. When piece measures 24(27/30) cm or 9 
3/8(10 5/8/11 7/8)" from beg, shape shoulders same as back. 

SLEEVES: With Richelieu and 4 1/2mm needles, cast on 
40(42/44) sts and work in K1/P1 rib for 2 cm or 3/4". Cont as 
foil: 14 rows in garter st stripe then in st st with Rouge, inc 1 
st each side (at end of garter st) every 12th row 3(2/1) times, 
every 10th row 1(3/5) times = 48(52/56) sts. Work even until 
piece measures 17(19/21) cm or 6 5/8(7 3/8/8 1/4)" from beg. 
Shape cap: Bind off 0(5/6) sts at beg of next 0(2/2) rows, 
4(4/5) sts at beg of next 4(2/2) rows, 2 sts at beg of next 8(6/6) 
rows, 3 sts at beg of next 0(2/2)rows. Bind off rem 16 sts. 

TO MAKE UP/FINISHING; Sew shoulder seams. Set in 
sleeves. Sew side and sleeve seams. 

Collar: With Richelieu and 4 1/2mm needles, pick up and k 
11(12/13) sts along each back neck and 30(32/34) sts along 
front neck = 52(56/60) sts. K 1 row on WS, then cont in 
K1/P1 rib for 2 cm or 3/4" from beg. Bind off all sts. Make one 
tr buttonhole at top of left back placket. Sew on button and 
small beads for eyes. Embroider flowers on front (see chart). 

JACKET 

BACK; With Richelieu and 4 1/2mm needles, cast on 
70(76/82) sts and work in K1/P1 rib for 1,5 cm or 1/2". Cont 
in st st with Rouge, dec 4(6/8) sts on first row = 66(70/74) 
sts. Work even until piece measures 16(17/18) cm or 6 1/4(6 
5/8/7)" from beg. 

Shape armhole: Bind off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows, 1 st at 
beg of next 2 rows = 58(62/66) sts. Work even until piece 
measures 25(27/29) cm or 9 7/8(10 5/8/11 3/8)" from beg. 
Shape neck and shoulders: Bind off center 14 sts for neck, 
and working both sides at once, bind off from each shoulder 
edge 5(6/7) sts once, AT THE SAME TIME, bind off from 
each shoulder edge 5(6/7) sts once, 6(6/6) sts twice. 

LEFT FRONT: With Richelieu and 4 1/2mm needles, cast on 
40(42/44) sts and work in K1/P1 rib for 1,5cm or 1/2". Cont 
in st st with Rouge, dec 2 sts on first row = 38(40/42) sts. 
When piece measures 2 cm or 3/4" from beg, work as foil: 
5(6/7) sts in st st with Rouge, 27 sts of square n® 2 of the 
blanket, 6(7/8) sts in st st with Rouge. Cont as established 
until piece measures 12 cm or 4 3/4" from beg, after Row 35 
of jacquard chart, then cont in st st with Rouge over all sts 
until piece measures 14(15/16) cm or 5 1/2(5 7/8/6 1/4)" from 
beg. Work as foil: 

Row 1 with Rouge: K 1 row on WS, dec 2 sts = 36(38/40) sts. 
Row 2 with Rouge: Row 1 of fancy pat. 

Row 3 with Rouge: Row 2 of fancy pat. 
row 4 with Bois de Rose: Row 3 of fancy pat. 

Row 5 with Bois de Rose: Row 4 of fancy pat. 

Row 6 with Rouge: 1 row eyelets as foil: 1 selvage st, *SKP, 
yo* rep from *to* 17(18/19) times, 1 selvage st. 

Row 7 with Rouge: K 1 row on WS. 

When piece measures 15(16/17) cm or 5 7/8(6 1/4/6 5/8)" 
from beg, cont in fancy pat beg with Row 5. Work even until 
piece measures 16(17/18) cm or 6 1/4(6 5/8/7)" from beg. 
Shape armhole at RHS as foil: bind off 3 sts once, 2 sts 
once, 1 st once = 30(32/34) sts.

Shape cap: Bind off 0(5/6) sts at beg of next 0(2/2) row, 
4(4/5) sts at beg of next 4(2/2) row, 2 sts at beg of next 8(6/6) 
rows, 3 sts at beg of next 0(2/2) rows. Bind off rem 16 sts. 

TO MAKE UP/FINISHING: Make bobbles and work 
embroidery on right front (see diagram). 

Sew shoulder seams. Set in sleeves. Sew side and sleeve 
seams. 

With Richelieu and 4 1/2mm needles, pick up and k 
20(24/28) sts along back neck, and 18(20/22) sts along each 
front = 56(64/72) sts. K 1 row on WS, then cont in K1/P1 rib 
until 1,5 cm or 1/2" from beg. Bind off. 

Pick up and k 80(86/92) sts along left front, work in K1/P1 rib 
for 2 cm or 3/4". Bind off. 

Work in same way along right front, working 5 buttonholes 
on Row 3 (bind off 1 st, then cast on 1 st on foil row), with 
the 1st at 0,5 cm or 1/4" from neck, the last at 7 cm or 2 3/4" 
from lower edge of body, and the others spaced evenly 
between. Sew on buttons 

Cord: With Turquoise ch 30 and work 1 row dc. Work 2 other 
cords in same way, but ch 44. Weave the smaller cord 
through the eyelets of left front, and tie a knot at each end to 
secure. Weave the 2 longer ones through the eyelets of right 
front, beg at the edgess (secure with a knot) and coming out 
towards the center (see photo). Make 1 pompon with Rouge 
and 1 pompon with Richelieu each 4 cm or 1 1/2" in diameter 
and attach to each end.

BACK ■ RIGHT LEG: With Richelieu and 4 1/2mm needles, 
cast on 34(36/37) sts and work in K1/P1 rib for 1,5 cm or 
1/2".

On row 27 cont with 4 rows garter st with Soleil and 2 rows 
st st with Anis. 

Cont 22 rows in st st with Richelieu, and on row 9 dec for 
armhole as foil: bind off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows, 2 sts at 
beg of next 2 rows, 1 sts at beg of next 2 rows = 26 sts. On 
row 23, shape shoulders as foil: bind off 2 sts at beg of next

Row 11: K2, 1 inc, K8. 1 inc, K11, 1 inc. K8, 1 inc, K2 = 35 
sts. 

Work 8 rows even then cont dec on foil rows:

Row 37: Bind off rem sts. 

COLLAR: Cast on 34 sts with Vanille and work 4 rows gartei 
st, then cont 2 rows in st st with Soleil, doubling the sts or 
Row 1 : (work 2 sts in each st) = 68 sts and inc 11 sts on 2nc 
row = 79 sts. 

Cont in fancy pat, and on row 15 of fancy pat, cont in rev s 
st with Anis as foil: 1 selvage st, K5, [yo, K1, yo, K10] 6 
times, yo, K1 , yo, K5, 1 selvage st = 93 sts.

ARMS OF BEAR : With Chutney and 4mm needles, cast on 
12 sts and work in st st, inc 1 st every other each side of row 
and each side of the 6th st twice = 20 sts. On row 9, cont in 
Azur, and work 4 rows garter st, then work in st st, inc 6 sts 
on first row = 26 sts. On row 15, bind off all sts.
